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FOREWORD 


In 1891 when the Philadelphia Museum of Art was still called the 
Pennsylvania Museum and School of Industrial Art, Edwin Atlee 
Barber, an adviser who was to become the Museum’s Honorary 
Curator of the Department of American Pottery and Porcelain 
(1892-1901), its Curator (1901-6), and eventually the Museum’s 
Director (1907-16), found a plate that was to lead the Museum toward 
the acquisition of Pennsylvania German art. Of characteristic 
redware, the sgraffito-decorated plate has a charming inscription 
incised through the creamy glaze, which translated reads: “If loving 
were injurious to health, the doctor would avoid it; and if it would 
hurt the maidens, then they would not endure it,” and, on the 
reverse, the name of the potter Samuel Troxel and the date May the 
16th 1826. Edwin A. Barber responded to the plate’s aesthetic and 
regional appeal and, conscious of the early goal of the Museum to 
educate and to promote good design in industry, he persuaded John 
T. Morris, a member of the Board, to support the purchases of this 
ware. The next year, 1892, the Museum was able to fill a case with 
slip- and sgraffito-decorated pottery, the first public collection of 
Pennsylvania German art. Mr. Morris presented his own collection 
between 1892 and 1908. In 1918 a benefactor of the Museum, 
Margaret L. Baugh, gave a fund in memory of Barber for the 
continuing purchase of Pennsylvania German redware; as a result, 
the redware collection now numbers nearly 250 pieces. 

Edwin A. Barber was enthusiastic about other aspects of 
Pennsylvania German art. In 1897 he discovered a piece of fraktur 
work, a writing sample, which was then a curiosity in the museum 
world. He described it that year, “I have a very interesting old paper 
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‘sampler’ made by a Pennsylvania Dutchman, illuminated in several 
colors and decorated with the conventional tulip, bird, etc. This is 
dated 1804 and measures 13 by 8 inches. The designs are exactly 
similar to those on the old pottery, and I have secured this for the 
Museum, as I thought it would be of considerable interest to frame it 
and place it in the case with the old pottery.” Since then the Museum 
has acquired over 100 frakturs. 

When Mrs. William D. Frishmuth revealed an interest in the 
technology of the Pennsylvania Germans, and began to collect tools, 
implements, books, and textiles, Barber encouraged her. She set up 
an exhibition of this material herself in a case in Memorial Hall, until 
1928 the home of the Museum. Before Barber died in 1916, Mrs. 
Frishmuth gave the Museum her entire collection. 

By 1920 there were several collectors of Pennsylvania German 
art who enjoyed it and competed for it. One was J. Stogdell Stokes, a 
trustee and future President of the Board (1933-47), who passionately 
collected furniture. In 1926 he persuaded his friends Mr. Pierre S. du 
Pont and Mr. and Mrs. Lammot du Pont to buy and install the great 
kitchen and bedroom from the miller’s house at Millbach; he then 
furnished it from his own collection. 

Since the Museum’s interest in Pennsylvania German art was so 
established, it was natural for Titus C. Geesey to give the Museum 
his great collection of Pennsylvania German art between 1953 and 
1969. The extraordinary range, depth, and quality of his collection 
are a tribute to his own eye and the prodigious energy of his weekly 
rounds of dealers’ shops across several counties. 

The Museum on its own has made purchases like the important 
Huber wardrobe in 1957. And there have been further major gifts 
like the bequest of a fraktur collection by Mr. and Mrs. William 
M. Elkins in 1950 and the gift of three dower chests from Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert L. Raley in 1978. 

This Handbook, which records in detail the pieces that make up 
the Museum’s large collection of Pennsylvania German art, is the 
work of Beatrice B. Garvan, Associate Curator of American Art. With 
an enthusiasm and energy I believe Edwin A. Barber and Titus 
Geesey would have admired, she has indefatigably explored archives 
for information about objects in the collection and made discoveries. 
Jane Iandola Watkins has worked closely with Mrs. Garvan, pains- 
takingly editing the text and overseeing the layout, which makes 
this a visual reference tool documenting and providing access to 
the collection. This is the second in the Museum’s series of Hand- 
books in American Art. The first, The Thomas Eakins Collection, 
by Theodor Siegl, with an introduction by Evan H. Turner, 
was published in 1978. The National Endowment for the Arts, 
with characteristic generosity and perception, gave a grant toward 
the realization of this Handbook.

PREFACE 


This book has been created and produced as a guide to the 
Philadelphia Museum’s interesting and important collections of 
objects made by Germanic peoples who settled in Pennsylvania. 
Within the Museum the objects are held by several curatorial depart- 
ments, primarily American Art, and also by medium, in the depart- 
ments of Prints, Drawings and Photographs, and Costume and 
Textiles. Within the collections of each department this material 

is but a small proportion, and within the holdings of the whole 
Museum, these Pennsylvania German collections, given by collec- 
tors in units, or acquired one by one, number about 1,115 objects out 
of an estimated total of 400,000. 

The objects that are light- or temperature-sensitive, such as 
fraktur and textiles, nestle snugly in acid-free boxes in climate- 
controlled storerooms, and are exhibited on a limited basis for 
relatively short periods of time. Furniture, monitored for humidity 
and protected by glass from the inevitable dust created by daily 
gallery traffic, although labeled, is sometimes too remote for close 
scrutiny of specialists. As the Museum’s business is preservation 
and conservation, as well as exhibition, objects are not always 
on view, and some pieces are on extended loan at historic sites 
throughout the state. Since the collections are thus spread out, the 
depths of the primary and study collections are hardly known to 
researching scholars, European colleagues intrigued by American 
versions of their rural arts, collectors, and the casual or local visitor 
whose ancestors may have made or owned these objects. Recog- 
nizing the Museum’s commitment to preservation, and given the 
limited spaces for exhibition of any collection as a whole, this 
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Handbook has been designed to broaden the scope of the Museum’s 
ability to provide access to collections. Every object in the collection 
is included. Each short description provides information not visible 
in a photograph, such as construction, signatures, watermarks, or 
inscriptions. Color eludes words. However, naming colors is vitally 
important for attribution or study of textiles and fraktur, and the 
color words in the descriptions, although inherently imprecise, are 
intended to provide guidance and suggest materials and techniques. 
The accession number at the end of each text is the key to locating 
and identifying that object within the Museum. 

The Pennsylvania Germans applied artistry to the objects of 
daily life—utensils, tools, and house furnishings—and decorated 
most elaborately documents recording church membership and 
family celebrations. Traditions of form and decoration came with the 
European settlers from various areas of Germanic Europe—the 
Palatinate, Switzerland, Alsace, Silesia, and Moravia. The objects 
in the Philadelphia Museum’s Pennsylvania German collections 
reflect the strong artistic traditions of the immigrants who settled in 
Pennsylvania before 1840. Later objects reflect the changing attitudes 
and customs of European craftsmen who immigrated after the mid- 
19th century. Names and dates inscribed on objects may be correlated 
with genealogical materials and art historical methods to provide 
reasonable attributions. If an object is totally anonymous as to maker, 
and the majority of this material is, the tentative attributions based 
on provenance or on technological analysis of the object itself lean 
toward inclusion rather than exclusion in this Handbook. Curators, 
collectors, and computer wizards with years of experience in each 
medium probably will eventually solve some of the questions posed 
by anonymous objects. My research in the regional museums of the 
British Isles deleted many of the generic objects previously included 
in our Pennsylvania German category. The same visual research in 
regional museums in France, at Colmar, Strasbourg, Lunéville, 
Mulhouse, and Nancy, at Munich, and in Switzerland between Basel 
and Bern, resulted in deletions from our American department to the 
European Decorative Arts department and probably there will be 
more candidates for reattribution. 

The majority of the objects were collected in Southeastern 
Pennsylvania, many of them at the turn of the century, when Edwin 
Atlee Barber and John T. Morris corresponded regularly with 
regional dealers and visited rural homesteads to make purchases for 
the Museum. Today, stories about collecting in the countryside of 
Pennsylvania are enticing and full of nostalgia, as they must have 
been for the zealous collectors like Titus C. Geesey and J. Stogdell 
Stokes, who made regular rounds to regional dealers on Monday 
mornings, after the weekend house sales. Unfortunately, the anec- 
dotes are usually too general to establish provenance for an object, 
although a few have been corroborated by generous dealers who 
consulted with me during this cataloguing process, and that informa- 
tion has been included in regional attributions. Dealing and trading 
have dislodged objects from their original locales and increased 
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the difficulty of positive attribution to the place of manufacture 

as Pennsylvania, or to the craftsman as Germanic. For example, 
included here are redware animals—poodles that resemble lions, 
smooth cats, mutts of all shapes and sizes—which have been attri- 
buted previously to Germans working in North Carolina or Virginia, 
or to the English potteries run by the Vickers and Abraham James 

in Chester County, Pennsylvania. Various human factors moved 
objects from their place of origin. The travels of journeymen, who 
plied their skills wherever the market would support them, the 
migrations of families, who carried their most treasured and portable 
possessions with them as they crossed the mountain ranges to 
Western Pennsylvania, establishing another branch of the family 
name, the deliberate marketing and distribution of printed books and 
fraktur, illuminated by schoolteachers and ministers, who served 
several regional parishes as they moved about, caused the fields of 
academic research to be crossed so many times that some great 
objects will probably remain forever anonymous, unattached to 
region, owner, or maker. 

As a body of material, the Pennsylvania German collections 
are a rich resource for study for art historians, cultural and social 
historians, authors, genealogists and collectors. They should be 
a source of pride for descendants of early Pennsylvania settlers, 
German or English, as national groups were working side by side, 
exchanging services and often names. William Penn’s “holy experi- 
ment” became a prosperous joint enterprise. The pragmatism 
and piety of objects made by and for the Pennsylvania German 
community shine through their overlay of color and wit, setting them 
apart from the objects produced by and for their Anglo-American 
neighbors in rural Pennsylvania. Thomas Jefferson wrote from 
Frankfurt about his trip through the Rhine Valley in 1788: “The 
neighborhood of this place is that which has been to us a second 
mother country. It is from the palatinate on this part of the Rhine that 
those swarms of Germans have gone, who, next to the descendants 
of the English, form the greatest body of our people. I have been 
continually amused by seeing here the origin of whatever is not 
English among us. I have fancied myself often in the upper parts of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania.” 

These Germanic American collections at the Museum are 
appropriately imbedded in an institution committed to a world view. 
The collections are an inspiration and a resource; the photographs 
and physical descriptions provided here serve as an index to their 
enjoyment and use.

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NOTES FOR THE USE OF THE HANDBOOK 


This Handbook is arranged in eight sections according to medium: 
wood, metal, ceramics, glass, horn/eggshell, basketry, textiles, and 
paper. Mediums are divided into categories and sub-categories of 
similar objects, which are indicated by running heads to assist in 
locating objects. To locate objects by known makers or artists, consult 
the Biographical Index. 

English translations of inscriptions on family records and 
illuminated texts in the paper section follow entries for that section. 

In listing dimensions, height precedes width precedes depth. In 
listing materials, primary materials precede secondary materials. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Luxuriant forests of oak, poplar, beech, walnut, and pine covered the 
major portion of the territory known as Pennsylvania in the 17th 
century. Most diarists, European and American, who traveled 
through commented on the wealth of timber, but by the end of the 
18th century observers were noting the depletion of these forests. 
Maximilian, prince of Wied, visiting Montgomery and Lehigh 
counties in 1832, wrote that “country people must be checked in 
their love of destruction of forests.” While in Philadelphia, Benjamin 
Davis lamented in 1794 that the price of firewood was increasing 
yearly and that “to lessen the expense of this item in housekeeping, 
many of the inhabitants have introduced the use of stoves, a custom 
borrowed from the Germans, a frugal and industrious people, who 
compose a numerous class of citizens in Philadelphia.” Each of these 
observations of prodigious as well as prudent use of wood was valid. 

Wood was the essential raw material in Pennsylvania’s rural 
counties. First-settlement buildings, for domestic, farm, or industrial 
use, as well as furnishings and tools, wagons and riverboats, were 
fashioned from it. Wood had been the primary building material in 
the regions of the Old World—rural Germany, Moravia, Alsace, and 
Switzerland—from whence settlers now known as Pennsylvania 
German came. Their craftsmen were familiar with its properties and 
tolerances and owned, or could make, the tools necessary to shape 
and build with wood. 





The earliest Pennsylvania German houses and barns were of 
solid log construction. Mature timbers were harvested and used full 
girth and length for barns. The enormous size of later barns, with 
wood frame over a full story of stone, measuring from 15 m to 30 m 
long was astonishing to Pennsylvania’s English citizenry. In 1810 
Margaret Dwight described “Klutztown” [Kutztown]... “I imagine 
the Dutch pride themselves on building good barns, for a great many 
of them are very elegant—they are three and four stories high, have 
windows and one or two I saw with blinds—they are larger and 
handsomer than most of the houses.” 

Although the urban centers of Philadelphia, Lancaster, and 
Reading began early to build with brick, more and more milled 
lumber was used for framing or finishing, and lumber became an 
important commodity to rural communities, further depleting forests. 
It was rural industrial growth coupled with the omniverous iron 
industry, which fed on charcoal, that depleted the seemingly endless 
supply of trees by 1780. This had a cumulative and circular effect on 
the environment as mill-supporting streams lost their secure banks 
through erosion and dried up. Losses to village economies 
culminated about 1800, and a number of Pennsylvania German 
groups migrated to Canada, western Pennsylvania, and Ohio. 
Families who remained on the old homesteads guarded their forest 
resources through deed restrictions and instructions at time of 
inheritance. Generally the Germans were praised for their thrift and, 
by keeping control through land ownership, maintained a precarious 
balance between woodworkers and raw materials. 

The specialized craftsman knew which varieties of wood to use 
for what, in practice a kind of pragmatic conservation. Oak was the 
traditional European framing timber for buildings and at first was 
used as such in Pennsylvania. But black oak made good charcoal, and 
one iron furnace could burn twenty cords per day, one acre’s worth, 
to produce two tons of pig iron. Thus poplar, recognized for its 
lightweight strength, replaced oak as Pennsylvania’s structural wood 
and was used for summer beams, as in the Millbach House (p. 7, 
no. 2), and as framing or secondary wood in furniture. Hickory made 
flexible and strong tool handles; chestnut made good fences because 
it was slow to rot; walnut turned well without splintering and its fine 
close grain polished handsomely for furniture. Soft pines, the fastest 
growing trees, cured quickly, were lightweight, and easily planed, 
shaped, or carved. Pine was rarely used whole as a structural timber. 
Plentiful pine leftovers were fashioned into ornamented household 
furnishings from inlaid table chests, chip-carved or lathe-turned 
boxes, and butter prints, to all sorts of toys from jumping jacks to 
carved birds. 

County tax accounts show that carpentering was a taxable trade, 
although wheelwrights, turners, and joiners were considered 
woodworking specialists with more precise skills. Wills, inventories, 
estate sales, and craftsmen’s accounts record a flourishing market in 
house furnishings made of wood. Inventories like Andrew Feree’s 
(died 1735) distinguish between carpenter’s and joiner’s tools—the 





felling ax, broad ax, the joiner’s ax, and adze—and tax lists and wills 
confirm the distinction. Turners, who worked with chisels and lathes, 
were specialists who produced ball feet, finials, spinning wheels, 
and table legs. The cabinetmaker, frequently listed in urban records, 
was rarely specified in rural records; there were only two who were 
so designated in Bucks and Montgomery County tax records before 
1800. The most obviously Germanic forms in Pennsylvania were 
produced by joiners, in contrast to the conspicuous design role 
played by turners in English settlements. The sculpted stair newels 
and shaped and carved balusters in the Millbach House (p. 6, no. 1) 
are typical of their best work. In furniture, Pennsylvania German 
joiners used traditional middle European construction details such as 
the splined dovetail and wedged tenon, as well as the pegged 
mortise and tenon joint common to most joinery traditions. 

A chronological arrangement of known rural Pennsylvania 
furniture reveals that the earliest was unpainted and was framed and 
finished in solid walnut. As the big walnut trees became scarce after 
1770, most case furniture was made of pine or poplar and painted. 
Observations about raw materials are possibly coincidental with 
what is known about traditional materials and design in the 
European regions where the settlers came from: unpainted furniture 
with carved decoration was usual in northern Germany while 
colorfully painted pieces were more usual in southern Germany, 
Alsace, and Switzerland. Style changes in Europe also affected the 
look of American objects. Painted furniture was popular in most rural 
areas in Europe in the late 18th and early 19th centuries and became 
so in America with successive emigrations. 

Some regional styles or schools of furniture-making developed 
in Pennsylvania, often in an extended family enterprise. The 
distinctive joinery practices such as the foot bracing on the Berks 
County chest (p. 24, no. 15) or the applied pilaster and arch decora- 
tion on two Lancaster County chests (p. 18, no. 1 and p. 21, no. 9), 
may eventually identify specific makers. Rarely were products 
inscribed with makers’ names; it was the name of the owner and the 
commemorative date that was more important. 

Expressions of individuality in woodworking were not limited 
to the professional joiner. Whittling and carving small furnishings 
occupied Pennsylvania Germans of all ages. Some objects were 
humorous, some were colorful, and many were tokens of affection 
and esteem, calling the “fairing,” which took many forms: a butter 
print, a mantel ornament, a bodice busk, a ribbon box, a looking 
glass—courting favors presented to a woman by a man. It was a ritual 
that enriched the Pennsylvania German arts, and the objects made 
and exchanged were sentimental treasures lasting into our own time.

Oak, chestnut, pine, poplar, iron, granite. The 
Millbach house was built by George Muller 
(Jerg Muler), a miller at Millbach, and his wife 
Maria Caterina about 1752 and inherited by 
their son Michael (died 1814) and M. Elizabeth 
Muller in 1784. The kitchen, the largest room 
in the Millbach house when built, occupied 
the entire east end in the 17th-century style of 
the “great hall.” About 1784 the east end was 
extended 1.2 m, the stairs moved into the 
southeast corner, the small windows added, 
and the space divided into entrance-stairhall 
and kitchen. The room is installed in the 
museum as the great hall/kitchen but also 
includes the addition accommodating the 
stairs. 

Solid oak mantel lintel (382 x 49 cm), set 
into masonry, is hewn into flaring mantel shelf 
with plate groove. Stone-faced fireplace. 
Hearth is single slab of granite. Two warming 
shelves built into each side. Back opening for 
hot air supply for tile stove that had been set in 
parlor behind. Two step-up interior doors of 
unequal sizes flanking fireplace have raised 
and carved decorative panels set into frames in 
tongue and groove joints. Door jambs of 
bolection molding have raised lozenge panels 
at bottoms. Wrought iron hardware, staghorn 
pintle and socket hinges, perforated cusp latch 
door handles. Main entrance door is built in 
two units (Dutch door) with eight raised 
fielded panels on the interior and raised panels 
with carved lozenges in double relief on the 
exterior. Four wrought iron pintle and socket 
hinges, two horizontal, one vertical, bar and 
staple fastenings. 

Corner staircase has paneled casing with 
set-in closet. Square hewn and carved newel 
post (height 124 cm) is set on first step. Corner 
post is rough-hewn at bottom with turned 
section between upper and lower handrails. 
Carved balusters are square in profile and 
tenon into solid handrails. Rails have molded 
sides and prominent, raised, rounded handgrip 
and are tenoned and pegged into newel posts. 
Stairs have broad treads (91 cm) and shallow 





At the turn, dog-leg pivot with 
BoA z carving like stone treads. Plain skirting board 
—_ has molded edge and beaded string molding.

Chestnut, poplar, pine, iron. The great 
chamber was the largest bedroom in the 
Millbach house and was located on the second 
story over the parlor on the southwest corner. 
Solid poplar summer beam running the width 
of the room is 38 cm deep, 32 cm wide, and is 
prominently molded with chamfered stops. 
The north wall is sheathed with vertical pine 
planks (height 265 cm) of random width, with 
molded edges, in tongue and groove joints. 
Sheathing is fitted horizontally over door. Door 
sill is raised 20 cm above floor. Door is set into 
casing in partition and has five raised fielded 
panels with carved raised lozenge decoration. 
Wrought iron pintle and socket hinges, 
perforated cusp latch. Plain baseboard with 
quirked bead. Entrance door to the great 
chamber (130 cm wide including frame) 

has been installed on the west wall to 
accommodate museum traffic. Door trim 
carved from solid in bolection frame with 
intaglio panels at bottom matching jambs in the 
great hall. Door has ten raised fielded panels 
with carved and raised lozenge designs set into 
pegged mortise and tenoned frame. Two 
wrought iron pintle and socket hinges. 

The walnut cupboard installed in the 
southeast corner of the great chamber was 
originally built into the parlor. The door has a 
raised fielded panel with bevel-edge carved 
lozenge. Two interior shelves. Wrought iron 
pintle and socket hinges have extended props, 
escutcheon, and lock.

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INTRODUCTION 


Pennsylvania Germans were masterworkers in metals. Specialists, 
like coppersmiths, whose chef d’oeuvre was the bulbous form of the 
still, pewterers like William Will, clockmakers like David Ritten- 
house, and gunsmiths like Jacob Kuntz, who depended upon the 
English community as well as upon their German brethren for their 
markets, frequently settled in or around the urban centers of Read- 
ing, Lancaster, or Philadelphia. Self-sufficient religious settlements 
like Ephrata or the Moravian community of Bethlehem had their 
own metal specialists. Rural communities had blacksmiths, usually 
a clockmaker, and occasionally a whitesmith, who did finishing 
work and also made locks. 

By far the most numerous metalworkers were blacksmiths and 
their iron objects were end products of a process involving a team 
of skilled workmen. Unlike the carpenter or the joiner, who could 
fell his own tree to shape his barn or table, the blacksmith was 
dependent upon a complicated and expensive manufacturing 
process for his raw material. Just as the great forests assured eco- 
nomic security for woodworkers, the chunks of magnetite ores 
staining soil and roads with streaks of rust provided investors with 
visual evidence of the mineral wealth of Pennsylvania. Black sand 
on the banks of the Delaware indicated the presence of iron oxides 
and exploration of surface strata uncovered plentiful veins of ore 
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feasible for mining in Berks, Lebanon, and Lancaster counties. A 
deep strata of limestone for flux, grand forests for fuel and charcoal, 
and plentiful water power for forge hammers placed the raw mate- 
rials of iron manufacturing in hand. 

Pennsylvania Germans were involved more or less in every 
aspect of mining and manufacturing of iron in Pennsylvania. 
Although most of the venture capital was from London or Philadel- 
phia and many ironmasters like Peter Grubb and Thomas Rutter 
were Cornish or Welsh with English mining experience, a few Ger- 
mans like Henry William Stiegel, John Jacob Huber, and Dietrich 
Welker managed their own furnaces. A hierarchy of workers was 
required for iron manufacturing: the founder made sand molds and 
casts from them; the gutterman controlled the flow of the hot metal 
into the channels of the molds; the keeper maintained the furnace 
temperature; and several laborers, called fillers, fed the furnace stack 
with layers of charcoal, limestone, and ore. Tax and furnace records 
reveal that most of these workers were German or Swiss. 

The main production of ore furnaces was cast iron, shaped in 
elongated lumps called pigs. These were carted to various forges or 
directly to blacksmiths. Forges, smaller operations than furnaces, 
were usually located near a mill, on a fast-falling stream. Water pow- 
ered the enormous forge hammers, which beat the pigs into thick 
bars. These were heated, beaten and reheated, and beaten again, in a 
process that gradually converted the brittle structure of cast iron into 
the tensile strength of wrought iron. 

Furnaces also cast plate stoves. Distinctly a middle European 
contribution to American comfort, iron stoves are listed in most 
18th-century inventories of Pennsylvania German houses of more 
than three rooms and were also used in English households. Smaller 
items were also cast, such as griddle slabs and kettles of various 
sizes, which hung from trammels. 

The blacksmith was essential to agrarian life in all Pennsylvania 
counties. Nails and hooks, chains and tools, were made and repaired 
in the daily routine of the blacksmith. The Pennsylvania German 
blacksmith rarely marked his work, and if he did, he simply stamped 
initials. Sets of cooking implements were sometimes decorated (p. 125, 
nos. 27, 28) and occasionally marked for owners (p. 132, no. 62). 

Other metalworkers such as tinsmiths, who flourished in Phila- 
delphia and surrounding counties, offered all kinds of tin-plated 
utensils from lanterns and coffeepots to candle molds and sausage 
guns, although the cookie cutter was their most popular product. 
Pennsylvania German tinsmiths used two distinctive European 
decorative techniques: punchwork, a raised pattern created by 
punching with a round-ended chisel from the inside before assem- 
bling the piece; and wrigglework, a design or wide line produced by 
pivoting a chisel in a zigzag pattern. Cut or slit work was often used 
in conjunction with the other techniques. The most popular forms of 
English painted tinware were copied by Pennsylvania tinsmiths. 
Pennsylvania painted tinware tends to have blurred edges and over- 
lapping transparent layers of color, featuring more painterly effects 
than the stenciled appearance of painted tin from other regions.

INTRODUCTION 


Skilled European potters were active in Philadelphia and environs 
from the outset of settlement, making domestic vessels, tile stoves, 
and roof tiles. Under the wet topsoils of Pennsylvania’s low-lying 
ground, at the edges of streams and rivers, they found slate-colored 
crumbly earth, mottled with yellow and lumpy with iron oxides. It 
was high-quality ceramic clay. Because the rich terrain could support 
farms on the topsoil and potteries on the subsoil, Southeastern 
Pennsylvania was dotted with successful full and part-time potteries. 
Bucks and Montgomery counties, with plentiful supplies of clay, had 
potteries in almost every township by 1810. Fewer potteries were 
active in Berks, Lehigh, and Northampton counties, since more 
hauling was necessary to retrieve the clay from distant swamps, or 

to transport finished ware to markets. 

Like other income-producing seasonal work, the work of the 
potter was fitted into the agricultural calendar. The clay was dug in 
the fall: topsoil was cleared and a foot-deep layer of clay was sliced 
and shoveled into a wagon, hauled to the pottery and stacked. Before 
freezing weather, the clay was carried in baskets and dumped into 
a mill—a round tub with a revolving post set with knives. A horse 
harnessed to a sweep walked slowly around the tub, turning the 
blades. Water was flushed through to clean the clay and the result- 
ing mass of plastic earth turned from gray to yellow. The clay was 
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then shaped into one hundred pound blocks and stored in a cellar 
where it was kept moist but would not freeze. The finicky cleaning, 
picking out pebbles, grass, and roots, was done by the potter or 
his helper at the bench during the kneading process, which also 
expelled air pockets. Foreign matter or air pockets left in the clay 
could cause rupture during the firing. To turn a piece of pottery, a 
flattened ball of clay was centered on the potter’s round table, or 
head, which was rotated at variable speeds by the potter pushing 
a foot wheel, which in turn was connected to a balance wheel, 
allowing smooth and continuous rotation. Besides turning pottery 
on the wheel, Pennsylvania German potters adopted the English 
method of forming a shallow pie plate by draping a rolled slab of 
damp clay over a convex mold. The shaped pottery greenware 
was left in a shed to firm up but not to dry out before glazing. 

Earthenware the world over was waterproofed with a lead 
glaze. Red lead, flint, water, and slip clay—the fine siltlike clay 
scraped from fingers and pots during the smoothing process—were 
mixed together and run through a glazing mill, which ground any 
lumps into particles. The viscosity of the mix was important—too 
thin a mixture would not cover in one coat, and too thick a mixture 
would pool or pop off when cooling. The addition of iron oxide gave 
the glaze a yellowish cast; manganese produced an opaque blackish 
brown glaze. Copper oxide, daubed or sprinkled on designs before 
glazing, produced rich green accents, and cobalt turned blue. Colors 
became runny if the glaze was thin and swirled on, more precise if 
the potter applied the glaze with a brush. Slip decoration, usually 
trailed from a slip cup, was applied when the ware was damp. Iron 
and copper oxides were sometimes added to white slip made from 
very fine New Jersey sand for especially lively decoration. The 
sgraffito technique was highly developed by Pennsylvania potters. 
Outlines and solid areas were scratched through a coating of slip, 
usually white, to reveal the red underbody, which then shone red 
through the glaze. 

A potter worked several weeks to prepare enough ware to fill an 
up-draft kiln. The kilns were built of brick and stone, which were 
chinked, then plastered over with clay to make them airtight for 
firing. Since more heat was generated at the kiln bottom, heavier 
wares, such as jugs, bowls, and pots, were put there, and plates, at 
the top. Kiln stilts separated pieces to allow heat circulation and to 
prevent glazed surfaces from touching and fusing in the firing. Two 
wood fires were built on opposite sides of the kiln, connected by two 
semicircular tunnels distributing the heat evenly. The heat was built 
up very slowly to prevent remaining moisture in the pottery from 
heating too quickly and cracking the pottery. The kiln became hot as 
a furnace in twenty-four hours. Neighborhood boys, who had done 
the unskilled work at the pottery, grinding lead, picking clay clean, 
and hauling pots, looked forward to the all-night excitement of firing 
the kiln. The kiln was stoked into dramatic full burn—the plume of 
white roaring flames bursting through the vents—and kept burning 
for about thirty-six hours, until all the wood was burned to coal. The 
kiln was sealed tightly for about a week to allow slow cooling. 
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Colorful slip and sgraffito-decorated objects, the presentation 
pieces of the rural potter, have survived because they were special. 
Many were inscribed with such Old World maxims as: “Sing, pray, 
and go on God’s way,” or with such bitingly witty inscriptions as: 
“Love a littel and love longe for hot love is sun cold & gone,” or 
“Virgins and rose petals disappear like rainy weather.” The “Liberty 
for Gackson” plate is encircled with the inscription: “If loving were 
injurious to health, the doctor would avoid it; and if it would hurt the 
maidens, they would not endure it,” and some were inscribed for 
family or friends. That most techniques, inscriptions, and designs 
reflect European prototypes is understandable with first-settlement 
potters like Jacob Stout. But generations of potters continued to make 
pieces that followed European forms and designs, although how 
those forms and designs were transmitted is still conjecture. For 
example, Charles Headman was the descendant of a master potter 
from Strasbourg in Alsace, who had settled in Philadelphia by 1771. 
Did Headman model his five-fingered vase of 1849 (p. 174, no. 35), 
which is distinctly Alsatian in form and in applied slip decoration, 
after a treasured European family possession or as a result of what he 
learned in his American apprenticeship? There was also an inter- 
national mix evident in the products of the rural potteries. Jacob 
Scholl, of Swiss descent, used the sgraffito technique highly devel- 
oped by the Pennsylvania Germans, and rouletting, with cobalt 
(blue) coloring on his rounded pots, possibly inspired by the popular 
English “scratch-blue” earthenware. 

While the isolation of rural potteries and markets blurred the 
outlines of Old World designs and techniques, the personality of 
the wares produced was intensified. Some decorated pieces have a 
group identity. A few plates by David Spinner, John Neis, and John 
Leman have in common an unusual mat glaze achieved by adding 
more clay to the glaze formula. Such similarity could have resulted 
from shared expertise, skills transmitted by a traveling journeyman, 
or from common apprenticeships. When combined with evidence 
in tax, census, and genealogical records, common characteristics 
allow attributions to potteries as units, if not to single artisians. 

The horseman designs of plates by John Neis and David 
Spinner closely resemble those made in Germany by Jan Murmans 
in about 1718 in Kamperbruck, although the leaping stags and wavy- 
line borders, and the inscriptions within concentric bandings in 
sgraffito are distinctly Swiss. The theme of the galloping horseman 
belonged to several European regional traditions; he was Saint 
Martin or Frederick the Great, for example. In Pennsylvania he may 
have been the “Schimmelreiter,” or rider of the white horse, but was 
more likely George Washington or simply the local fellow dressed in 
his plumed helmet who opened the festivities on Battalion Day by 
dashing across the village green on a horse (see p. 199, no. 125). The 
rural potter with artistic skills was the cartoonist, the limner, the 
engraver of his local scene, who sometimes inscribed on his own 
wares: “From the earth with sense, the potter makes everything.”

INTRODUCTION 


The entrepreneur Henry William Stiegel, already in the iron busi- 
ness, responded to a market demand created in America by the 
Nonimportation Agreement by extending his enterprise to glass 
manufacture, which he investigated in England. Financed by 
Charles and Alexander Stedman of Philadelphia, Stiegel began 
manufacturing glass at his factory at Manheim, Lancaster County, in 
October 1765, and continued until February 1774. His largely Euro- 
pean labor source, including skilled glassblowers, arrived, many in 
Stedman’s ships. Stiegel’s advertisements for common and flint glass, 
appearing in Lancaster and Philadelphia newspapers, listed his pro- 
duction of the same variety of forms that had formerly been supplied 
by English merchants for the American market. Stiegel’s European 
workmen would have been familiar with Continental formulas for 
glass, similar to common, or non-lead glass. The ingredients for 
common glass were readily available to Stiegel: white sand from 
New Jersey, lime or wood ashes, and clinkers from iron forges. Data 
gathered from spectrographic analyses and fluorescence tests on 
pieces generally thought to be from the Stiegel factory, the purple 
bottles in the daisy within diamond pattern, for example, indicate 
that some Stiegel glass was made without lead, and other pieces with 
lead, such as the blue sugar bowls and cream jugs with their typically 
small bases and tightly twisted knops. The pieces included here rep- 
resent a fraction of the Museum’s collection formerly attributed to 
Stiegel and reflect the current conservative approach to attribution.

INTRODUCTION 


The tradition of the rabbit and the decorated eggs he supposedly 
hides as an Easter morning surprise for young children is an 18th- 
century Palatine German contribution to Anglo America. Children 
made nests of straw or swamp bay to be filled with colorful eggs. 
Hen, goose, and guinea hen eggs were dyed by wrapping the eggs in 
red or brown onionskins and simmering in water. Initials, inscrip- 
tions, or dates were scratched through the dye coating for special 
decoration. Bold designs could be achieved with the resist method— 
coating a design with beeswax or applying a wax-coated paper 
pattern to the egg before dipping in a dye bath. On Easter morn- 
ing most eggs were eaten or were exchanged in the custom of 
“picking eggs”—two children struck their eggs, and the broken 
egg fell prize to the unbroken one. 

Animal products also supplied containers and vessels, such as 
drinking cups. Animal horns, cow and ox, were tough, waterproof, 
and, if tightly sealed, floated. They were fashioned into versatile, 
light containers for men on foot—farmer, hunter, or soldier—who 
needed to carry gunpowder or whetstones. The horn was cut off at 
both ends, cleaned and smoothed inside and out, and fitted with a 
cap and a stopper secured with wooden pins. Decorations were 
incised, rings for leather thongs carved, walnut juice rubbed in, 
and the horn polished with vegetable or nut oils.

INTRODUCTION 


The soft, coiled baskets found in most counties in Pennsylvania 
where the Germans settled were essential house and farm furnish- 
ings in the 18th and 19th centuries. Baskets were made easily in 
traditional forms using traditional methods. Rye straw, common rush, 
and even wire grass was bundled, coiled, and sewn with strands or 
splits of hickory or oak. They were strong and supple from residual 
moisture in the plant fibers, which was renewed with annual wash- 
ing. The largest baskets were heavy and were designed for storage, 
not portability. Dried fruits and vegetables were kept in them in 
barns, sheds, and cold cellars. Sheep’s wool was stored in baskets 
while awaiting washing or carding and seasonal pluckings of goose 
feathers and down were collected in baskets until a sufficient amount 
was accumulated for mattresses or pillows. Small, round or oval bas- 
kets served many purposes and each household used several, 
perhaps lined with a linen towel where a wad of well-worked bread 
dough was placed—under a tree in the summer, near the hearth in 
the winter—for a slow rise. 

Wicker baskets and hamper-type containers woven of oak splits 
were also produced and were used for harvesting potatoes or apples. 
These baskets were constructed with ribs and reinforced bottoms, 
which protected their contents on wagon trips. Domestic manufac- 
tories such as potteries packed their fragile products first in straw, 
then in wicker baskets for safe travel to the marketplace.

INTRODUCTION 


Wool and flax, the staples of 18th-century domestic textiles, grew 
bountifully in Pennsylvania. The rich, limestone-based, well- 
watered fields energetically farmed by Pennsylvania Germans 
allowed their settlements self-sufficiency in producing annually 
an adequate supply of textile crops for clothing, household, and 
farm needs. 

The production and processing of flax and wool went on year 
round, with all ages and both sexes participating. The process was 
seasonal, rhythmic, and dirty. Flax was planted in early April just 
before the sheep were sheared. It was harvested in July after the 
wool had been sorted, washed, picked, combed, and readied for 
spinning. Preparing the flax took the rest of the summer. Pulled up 
by its roots to get the longest stem fibers, the flax was left to dry. 
After being threshed in a barn to remove the seeds for the next year’s 
planting, the stalks were soaked for weeks in a still pond to ret out 
the woody part of the stem. The smells from the retting pond were 
unpleasant enough to be noted in diaries. The flax was dried again 
and subjected to the flax brake and the scutching knife to remove the 
last bit of woody core and shives. The remaining bundle of supple 
fibers was drawn over and through the hatchel to separate the long, 
strong fibers from the shorter ones, which were put aside for further 
processing and then woven into tow cloth or sacking. The long flax 
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fibers were braided into “tresses” ready for the spinner’s distaff or 
the flax wheel. A spinning scene of 1841 was described in Dr. W. A. 
Helffrich’s autobiography: “A farmer’s spinning-room in those days 
presented a strange sight. The boys sat or lay on the wood-chest 
behind the stove. In the center of the room, suspended from the ceil- 
ing, hung a wooden contrivance to which was fastened the old- 
fashioned fat-lamp, about which the mother, daughters and hired 
girls, clad in homespun, home-made tight-fitting dresses, often so 
covered with dust as to be unrecognizable, sat at their wheels night 
after night, spinning and talking” (translated in The Pennsylvania- 
German, vol. 9, no. 2, 1908, p. 83). 

The regimen of processing wool and flax readied the raw mate- 
rials for weaving, sometimes for a household weaver, but more often 
for a professional craftsman. From the outset of settlement in Penn- 
sylvania, tax records reveal that a large number of weavers were 
active. The first German settlement in Pennsylvania, in 1683, largely 
linen weavers from Krefeld, Germany, established an important 
weaving center in Germantown. Later county tax records, particularly 
those available after 1785, indicate a high proportion of weavers in 
comparison to other tradesmen, like potters, cordwainers, or black- 
smiths, evidence that weavers’ services were essential and profitable. 
Lancaster County weavers, many of Swiss Mennonite heritage, 
were especially active, and the large town of Lancaster was a market- 
place for local and more distant western settlements. In 1769-70, 
Lancaster weavers produced over 27,000 yards of cloth, and in 1777, 
Lancaster County weavers and tailors were pressured to produce 
clothing and blankets for the American troops at Valley Forge. 

Weavers were necessarily versatile. Inventories, account books, 
and diaries describe the varieties of textiles produced by weavers. 
They wove tough, utilitarian cloth for grain sacks, ticking for feather 
beds and bolsters, as well as fine bed linens in checked patterns, and 
coverlets. Damask float weaves, usually bleached white, were com- 
missioned for table covers and fine toweling. Colorfully striped strip 
carpets of cotton, wool, linen, or cotton rags in warp-faced weaves 
were popular for bedroom and parlor in the mid-19th century. 

Weaving was heavy work. Some was done for local sale but 
most textiles, especially coverlets, were commissioned. Weavers 
often bartered their skills for staples: Daniel Maddin’s 1789 account 
with Anthony Wayne for potatoes was settled by hours of weaving. 
Diaries and other records suggest that many weavers were itinerant, 
working in homes on household equipment, while others had per- 
manent shops with several looms to which customers brought 
homespun thread. 

Closely associated with weaving was dyeing and Pennsylvania 
Germans prized colorful textiles. The term “Blew dyer” appears fre- 
quently in tax records. The blue dyer specialized in the technique of 
resist-dyeing on linen and also dyed loose yarns with indigo. Penn- 
sylvania Germans were active in other textile processes, such as 
fulling and calendering, as well as color printing, especially in 
the counties where there was an English market.

Coverlet weavers produced some of the most distinctive Penn- 
sylvania textiles up to industrialization, about 1860. The multiharness 
loom and, after 1825, the jacquard loom, were the coverlet weaver’s 
equipment. Both the free double-cloth and the closely tied single 
weaves are found in Pennsylvania German weaving. Usually the 
warps were unbleached or bleached cotton, and the wefts were col- 
ored wool. Strong reds, blues, and greens were woven into bold 
geometric patterns of flowers or stars, with various borders and 
fringes. Weavers often carried pattern books, like John Landes’s (p. 
323, no. 3) to show his customers the variety of patterns he could 
weave. Pattern books also recorded loom drafts and preserved as 
well as passed on traditional designs. The weaver often supplied the 
materials, especially the cotton, which was not a local farm product. 
Because he provided the materials, Jacob Oberholtzer of Bucks 
County was paid $4.00 for weaving a coverlet in the 1830s, while 
William Eschbach was paid $1.75 for weaving only. The wool and 
cotton for weaving coverlets was carefully counted on clock reels, 
which would click off 300 yards into a skein or cut. Martin Overholt’s 
design of about 1790 in the “Old Snow Bow] Pattern” required 
twenty-five cuts each of blue wool and white cotton to produce one 
coverlet. 

Young women were taught embroidery skills at home and in 
school. Embroidered towels, sheets, and samplers show designs 
adapted from almanac woodcuts, embroidery pattern books, weavers’ 
pattern books, primers, and in some cases from drawings of buildings 
like the Lancaster Alms House (p. 278, no. 4, p. 279, no. 6). Some of 
these needleworked pieces reflect the assimilation of English tech- 
niques and designs taught in German-settled regions in the “select 
schools,” summer schools taught by Quakers who spoke “pure” 
English and taught English reading, writing, and sewing. 

Show towels, usually made in several pieces joined with bands 
of embroidery, crochet, or darned net, were placed over a towel that 
was to be used and hung on a door or side of a cupboard. In contrast, 
the decorated hand towel, usually embroidered only at the top, was 
used, with worn or soiled sections easily replaced. These towels 
were made by and for young women to show the proficiency of their 
needlework skills to suitors and as marriage dowry or special gifts. 
Women of all ages gathered together to make quilts. Except for 
friendship quilts, which were signed by the women who made them, 
they were rarely signed or dated. Quilt designs were cut from paper 
or tin, passed down through generations, and carried to different 
regions and used in various combinations, thus foiling attempts at 
precise attributions of time, place, or maker.

INTRODUCTION 


In addition to printing books and almanacs and illuminating with 
brilliant colors their fraktur—writing samples, house blessings, birth 
and baptismal certificates—the Pennsylvania Germans made paper. 
The natural ingredients of paper were at hand in Germantown, 
where the first American papermaking enterprise began, in 1690, 

in a mill founded by William Rittenhouse, who emigrated from 
Germany. The essential ingredients for laid paper, rags and lint, 
were the natural by-products of the prosperous weaving industry 
centered in Germantown. Some sheets of early American paper have 
a distinctly bluish cast, having been made from old cloth which had 
been treated by “the blue dyer.” The Wissahickon Creek and its 
tributaries, which tumbled through a rock-lined gorge toward the 
Schuylkill River, powered numerous mill wheels for grain and 
lumber, as well as paper, along their courses. 

In 1810 there were about 2,500 people employed in America 
collecting rags for one-hundred eighty-five paper mills, sixty of 
which were in Pennsylvania. American mills were producing some 
50,000 reams of paper for newspapers, 70,000 for books, 333,000 for 
writing, according to Isaiah Thomas (The History of Printing in 
America, 1810, vol. 2, p. 529). Growth was rapid as regional publish- 
ing developed. For example, by 1820, as recorded by the Census of 
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Manufactures of the United States, the Redstone Mill in Washington 
Township, Fayette County, used thirty-five tons of rags per year to 
produce “paper of various kinds.” 

Expert printing, commencing with the Gutenberg Bible, was 
another skill that German immigrants brought to Pennsylvania. 
Colonial presses were busy publishing news, broadsides, and some 
books, from first settlement, but Christoph Saur’s Germantown 
enterprise was the most prolific before the Revolutionary War. Saur 
published his great Bible (see p. 324, no. 1) in 1743. His German- 
language newspaper and yearly almanacs were widely distributed 
in the colonies, North and South, and were influential in spreading 
opinions and notices of events which, in turn, influenced economic 
and political concerns. The sheer numbers of German-speaking 
immigrants in Pennsylvania by 1760 guaranteed a readership. 
Personal notices of “lost” relatives, advertisements from travelers 
returning to the Old World willing to carry letters, powers of attorney, 
and such, put Saur’s publishing enterprise at the hub of the German- 
language communications wheel. Four generations of Saurs ran 
the presses. 

The Pietistic settlement at Ephrata in Lancaster County, 
founded by Conrad Beissel, made paper by 1743, including some 
for Christoph Saur’s books, and by 1745 had their own press and 
bindery. The Martyr’s Mirror (p. 324, no. 2), translated from the 
Dutch and printed at Ephrata in 1748-49, was the most ambitious 
publication in America before the Revolutionary War. 

By the early 19th century, competent Pennsylvania German 
printers like the Baumans at Ephrata, Johann Ritter in Reading, and 
Blumer und Leisenring in Allentown, printed in English and in 
German, and supplemented their daily business of newspapers and 
almanacs with general stationary notebooks and custom orders for 
printed birth and baptismal certificates. Printer’s cuts of birds and 
flowers, motifs probably adapted from English “penny prints,” 
are found on birth and baptismal texts printed for illuminators 
such as Friederich Sanno, for example, as well as on the covers of 
commercially sold notebooks used by township collectors. Friedrich 
Krebs, a prolific illuminator, ordered his blank certificates from 
several printers. He hand colored and decorated the printed motifs, 
and added freehand borders to the printed certificates, which 
he then sold. Unlike the manuscript certificates, which were usually 
drawn and inscribed by the same hand, the printed certificates were 
filled in later, sometimes several years after publication. Editions 
of certificates were printed at various times and were widely 
circulated, as evidenced by the range of dates and geographical 
distribution of the owners. 

The handsomely colored and hand-drawn family records, 
writing samples, bookplates, songbooks, hymnals, valentines, 
and drawings produced by Pennsylvania Germans into the 19th 
century clearly reflect a European tradition. However, sometimes 
needlework and textile designs were adapted and added to the 
decorative and symbolic motifs that had survived from the Old 
World, medieval tradition. The most obvious examples are the early 
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Ephrata work, which adapted designs from weaver’s notations for 
decorations in their hymnals, and Schwenkfelder religious texts, 
decorated with sampler-like motifs, such as work by Maria or Rosina 
Kriebel (p. 318, no. 9). The woodblocks used on Henrich Otto’s 
printed certificates (p. 296, no. 1) may have been actual textile 
printing blocks. Fraktur illuminators in Pennsylvania revitalized 
their inherited tradition. 

The materials of the Pennsylvania German artist were varied 
and several mediums were often combined on one fraktur. Colors 
were commercially available, as was gold leaf, which the Reverend 
Henry Young and the Mount Pleasant artist used occasionally. 
Newspapers advertised verdigris, vermilion, ultramarine, for exam- 
ple, which were sold in apothecaries in most urban centers. Ink 
was made at home, and the variation in recipes accounts for the 
intensity and permanence of the black color, which often faded to 
brown. Christoph Saur printed a recipe for ink in his almanac in 1748 
[translation]: “It often happens that if people in our country have 
something to write they will take gunpowder and water, and make 


ink ...if such writing is carried about a bit, it is completely rubbed 
out so it cannot be read . . . [so] pulverize a piece of cherry-tree 
gum the size of a bean... . let it dissolve in as much water as 


half an egg shell can hold, and add the powder afterward, for then 
the ink will not wipe out. Whoever takes the gallnuts from oak trees 
in the late summer when they are ready to fall and are soft, then 
crushes them and presses the juice into a clean glass ora vessel... 
adds copperas or vitriol the size of a thick hazel nut to a gill of juice, 
he indeed will have very good ink at that very moment.” The relative 
acidity of such ink concoctions ate through the paper over time. 
Gum arabic, cherry and peach tree gums, and egg whites were 

the binding mediums for the colors. Drawings attributed to Samuel 
Godshall (see p. 336, no. 13) show a highly concentrated medium; 
the surfaces are shiny and brilliant; the reverse paper is raised 

like a stuffed quilt. 

The finest Pennsylvania German illumination was done by 
schoolmasters and specialists working with a quill pen, ruler, and 
compass. Their elaborate writing samples included all forms of 
lettering and script to be copied by students. Most extant writing 
samples appear to be teachers’ examples, but some, as yet unat- 
tributed, may be the work of apt pupils. 

Most fraktur work was personal—a record, a reward, a greeting, 
a blessing, a note of ownership. It was not usually framed or hung as 
house decoration, but depending upon its form, was kept tucked 
between the leaves of the big family Bible or in a singing book, or 
pasted inside the lid of a chest. The birth and baptismal certificates 
of the Lutheran and Reformed Church were important documents, 
necessary for church membership as a record of the vital statistics of 
the rites of passage from birth, to confirmation, to marriage. The 
surrounds of colorful birds, angels, flowers, calligraphic ornaments, 
and elaborate script suggest the celebratory nature of the events, 
while the religious texts were central to the spiritual significance.

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The most useful and comprehensive general bibliography serving 
as an introduction to Pennsylvania German art can be found in 
Donald A. Shelley’s monograph The Fraktur-Writings or 
Illuminated Manuscripts of the Pennsylvania Germans (The 
Pennsylvania German Folklore Society, vol. 23, Allentown, Pa., 
1961). The most useful bibliography for general research not 
limited to Pennsylvania, suggesting the wide range of available 
resources, is Don Yoder’s annotated “Folklife Studies Bibliography 
1964. Periodicals: Part I,” in Pennsylvania Folklife (vol. 14, no. 4, 
Summer 1965, pp. 60-64). Richard S. Dunn’s The Age of Religious 
Wars 1559-1689 (New York, 1970), a concise work with an 
efficiently organized bibliography, provides sources for an 
overview of the European origins of the Pennsylvania Germans 
and the conditions that provoked their migration to America, 
especially to Pennsylvania. James T. Lemon’s The Best Poor Man's 
Country: A Geographical Study of Early Southeastern 
Pennsylvania (Baltimore, 1972) provides primary materials in an 
interpretative context. Using graphs and charts, Lemon documents 
the patterns of settlement in southeastern Pennsylvania, giving 
another dimension to an understanding of the dynamics of the 
agricultural life that absorbed and encouraged regional and 
seasonal manufacturing. His statistics are important in the 
consideration of the regional characteristics that are revealed by 
physical analysis of objects, like the unicorn chests made in Bern 
Township, Berks County. Lemon’s geological surveys are 
especially useful when combined with other data about 
communities of artists and makers. For example, examination of 
township tax records reveals that the concentrations of regional 
enterprises were based on a ready supply of raw materials. 
Lemon’s cartographical and topographical approach is invaluable 
in confirming and explaining this phenomenon. Most 
Pennsylvania German craftsmen pulled their livelihoods from the 
earth, as stated by the common dish inscription: “From the earth 
with sense the potter makes everything.” Rich clay deposits 
supported a large number of redware potters in Haycock 
Township, Bucks County; fields watered by tributaries of the 
Skippack Creek supported the weavers in Towamencin Township, 
Montgomery County; and shallow deposits of iron ore throughout 
Berks and Lancaster counties promoted capital investment in iron 
manufacturing. 

Research on the Pennsylvania German collection of the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art was drawn from three areas: 
manuscript and printed primary sources; illustrations from 
photographic archives, books, and sale and collection catalogues; 
and observation and analysis of the objects themselves and similar 
examples in other institutional and private collections. Information 
thus amassed on each object is filed in a folder, identified by 
accession number, in the Department of American Art. There was 
no attempt to compile a definitive bibliography on any single 
object but simply to determine the time and place of manufacture 
to facilitate the use of this material for work in art history and other 
disciplines. 

The manuscript materials used are located throughout the state 
of Pennsylvania, with especially important sources at the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia; as well as The 
Spruance Library at the Bucks County Historical Society, 
Doylestown; The Historical Society of Montgomery County, 
Norristown; The Historical Society of Berks County, Reading; 
Lancaster County Historical Society, Lancaster; Lancaster 
Mennonite Historical Society, Lancaster; The Historical Society of 
York County, York; and the various county courthouses. These 
institutions provided regional research materials, especially 
genealogical data, and a treasure trove of receipts, inventories, 
vendue books, Bible records, diaries, personal notations, recipes, 
wills, photographs, and other fragments of life, which led to a 
better understanding of the Pennsylvania Germans and their 
possessions. Some of these sources have been filmed or 
transcribed by contributors to the Genealogical Society of 
Pennsylvania and are deposited at the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia; available there is the systematic, 
national microfilming project of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints, providing access to county and township tax 
records, deeds, wills, church records, and road petitions. Other 
rich resources at the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, like the 
diary of John Gehman (1829-1882) of Rockhill Township, Bucks 
County, and the journal of John Dyer (1760-1806) of Plumstead 
Township, Bucks County, are readily available on film, providing 
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documents important for understanding the day-to-day work of 
farming and interaction of commerce. Microfilms of the United 
States censuses of population and manufacturing, especially the 
1820 Census of Manufactures, are useful for statistics of personal 
data and the size and productivity of regional manufacturing 
enterprises. 

Printed primary sources on Pennsylvania Germans and their 
art—virtually inseparable subjects—are plentiful. The most recent 
is the compilation of immigration records in the form of ship lists, 
edited by Don Yoder, Pennsylvania German Immigrants, 
1709-1786: Lists Consolidated from Yearbooks of the 
Pennsylvania German Folklore Society (Baltimore, 1980). Diaries 
and journals, especially The Journals of Henry Melchior 
Muhlenberg, edited and translated by Theodore G. Tappert and 
John W. Doberstein (3 vols., Philadelphia, 1942-58), and The 
Bethlehem Diary, vol. 1, 1742-1744, edited and translated by 
Kenneth G. Hamilton (Bethlehem, Pa., 1971), as well as craftsmen’s 
records like The Accounts of Two Pennsylvania German Furniture 
Makers—Abraham Overholt, Bucks County, 1790-1833, and Peter 
Ranck, Lebanon County, 1794-1817, edited and translated by Alan 
G. Keyser, Larry M. Neff, and Frederick S. Weiser (Sources and 
Documents of the Pennsylvania Germans, vol. 3, Breinigsville, 
Pa., 1978), are important for understanding the physical and 
spiritual distances that existed between various settlements and 
the influence of one group on another. Publications of county 
historical societies also are useful, as are county histories. The 
most useful published materials are the genealogical monographs 
at the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, the Publications of the 
Pennsylvania German Society series, and the run of Pennsylvania 
Folklife (Lancaster, Pa.). The latter two publications offer carefully 
prepared, accurate translations of manuscript materials, many 
researched in the archives of Europe. 

A bibliography of illustrated books consulted would be too 
cumbersome for this publication. The most useful illustrations are 
in the most specialized publications, which are listed under the 
medium headings below. The extensive file of drawings and 
photographs collected by Frances Lichten is housed at the 
Philadelphia Museum, and some of these objects were published 
in her book Folk Art of Rural Pennsylvania (New York, 1946). 

A number of recently published European books were 
invaluable in the study of this collection. The text and illustrations 
in a work introduced by Robert Wildhaber, Schweizerische 
Volkskunst (Zurich, 1968), organized by medium, were extremely 
helpful. The English edition, Swiss Folk Art (Washington, D.C., 
[1971]), was circulated by the Smithsonian Institution. Other 
publications deal with national styles or collections: 
Volkstiimliche Malerei nach alten Motiven, by Irmgard Gierl 
(Rosenheim, 1977); Mobilier Lorrain et Ardennais, by Lucile 
Oliver (Paris, n.d.); Volkskunst in der Schweiz, by René Creux et 
al. (Paudex, Switz., 1976); Alpenlandische Volkskunst, by Helmut 
Nemec (Vienna, 1980); Arts et traditions populaires d’ Alsace: La 
Maison rurale et l'artisanat d’autrefois, by Georges Klein (Colmar, 
1974); Bawernmobel aus Siiddeutschland, Osterreich und der 
Schweiz, by Leopold Schmidt (Vienna, 1967); the Berner 
Heimatbiicher series (Bern); and Deutsche Bauernstuben, by 
Margarete Baur-Heinhold (Kénigstein im Taunus, 1975). 

Research in periodicals other than Pennsylvania Folklife was by 
subject index and therefore not comprehensive. Sources consulted 
include The Pennsylvania Magazine of History and Biography 
(Philadelphia); Volkskunst (Munich); Antiques (New York); The 
Three Forks of Muddy Creek (Winston-Salem, N.C.); “’S 
Pennsylvaanisch Deitsch Eck,” in The Morning Call (Allentown, 
Pa.); Bulletin of the National Association of Watch and Clock 
Collectors, Inc. (Bryn Mawr, Pa.); and Der Reggeboge: The 
Rainbow. Quarterly of the Pennsylvania German Society 
(Breinigsville, Pa.). 

The third type of research on the collection, the observation and 
physical analysis of objects, was accomplished as part of a 
recataloguing and conservation project. Basic structural and 
technical observations about these objects are included in the 
handbook entries. An attempt has been made to describe what can 
be seen, such as wedged dovetails, colored slip over white slip in 
sgratfito designs, or iron-mold idiosyncrasies, which eventually 
may help sort out Stiegel factory glass from English models. There 
is little published information on European construction or craft 
methods as practiced in America to help in the analysis and 
attribution of objects in the collection. Differing degrees of 








restoration are “acceptable,” however, obvious, extensive repairs 
or replacements influenced the amount of effort spent attempting 
to attribute an object to time and place. Similar pieces in other 
collections were compared, sometimes by photographs. Objects 
from collections that appeared in illustrations to have designs 
similar to those on objects in the Philadelphia Museum often 
proved to have similar physical characteristics as well upon actual 
examination. 

One book helpful in locating other collections is Museums, Sites, 
and Collections of Germanic Culture in North America: An 
Annotated Directory of German Immigrant Culture in the United 
States and Canada, compiled by Margaret Hobbie (Westport, 
Conn., 1980). The American collections that proved most useful, 
some for physical analysis, some for comparative exhibits, were the 
Mercer Museum of the Bucks County Historical Society, 
Doylestown, Pa.; The Henry Francis du Pont Winterthur Museum, 
Winterthur, Del.; The Historical Society Museum of Berks County, 
Reading, Pa.; The Historical Society of York County, York, Pa.; 
Moravian Historical Society, Nazareth, Pa.; Old Salem, Inc., 
Winston-Salem, N.C.; Pennsylvania Farm Museum at Landis 
Valley, Lancaster, Pa.; Ephrata Cloister, Ephrata, Pa.; The Free 
Library of Philadelphia; and The Barnes Foundation, Merion, Pa. 

Two European trips provided useful surveys to help sort out 
traditional national forms and design. The first—to England, 
Scotland, Wales, Munich, Mulhouse, Nancy, Colmar, Strasbourg, 
and Senlis—included stops in between the large collections to see 
regional exhibitions of the objects of everyday life. The second 
trip—to Paris, Bois de Boulogne, Basel, Zurich, Bern, Horgen, 
Thun, and Langnau—was the more productive because it was 
undertaken with a much broader base of knowledge. The 
museums in Zurich and Paris, the castle at Thun, the pottery 
exhibition at Langnau, are treasure chests of prototypes of objects 
produced in early Pennsylvania. General and specific notes from 
these trips, in rough and abbreviated form, are recorded in the 
object research folders in the Department of American Art.

Richards retained one tract and conveyed the homestead back to 
John Hubener, 1794. George Hubeners appear in East Vincent 
Twp. church records, 1794-97. George and Catherine Hubener 
bought 186-acre farm and mill, Chester Co., for £1,400 from Charles 
Albrecht, instrument maker of Phila., 1797, at which time George 
Hubener was designated on deed as miller instead of potter. Sold 
Chester Co. property in three units and moved to Manheim Twp., 
Schuylkill Co., between 1814 and 1815. Two sons and a daughter 
living with them, 1820 [175, 176] 


Huber Artist. Lancaster Co., active 1790-1800 [312] 


Huber, Christian. b. 1758; d. Nov. 23, 1820. Brother of George 
Huber (1758-1784). Listed with his father’s household, Manheim 
Twp., Lancaster Co., 1779. In Warwick Twp., Lancaster Co., listed 
as a freeman, and probably working with Peter Holl, by 1782. 
Married 1) Elizabeth (d. after 1792), then 2) Rachel. At his death, 
owned a brick house and ground in Manheim Twp., adjoining land 
belonging to John Weaver and John Shriner, a bay horse called 
Charley, and a gig. Two sons John and George, and a daughter 
Maria A. Hoober [sic], not yet 21 in 1820. Specified that his sons 
were to take all personal possessions and that there should not bea 
public sale. Christian probably received the wardrobe (p. 32, no. 2) 
from his brother George's estate. Wardrobe passed to his son 
George (d. 1874) of Manheim Twp. By 1860 George’s business was 
being conducted under a power of attorney issued to Christian 
Lintner and John N. Eby. Wardrobe passed to his daughter Matilda 
Eby (Mrs. John N. Eby). Brick house and 71 acres inherited from 
his father on the Lancaster-Lititz Turnpike Rd., near Neffsville. 
George Huber’s will specified that his possessions were to be sold 
to satisfy a debt and for his daughter’s inheritance. Wardrobe was 
purchased “near Neffsville” by Lydia Davis Garber Hunsecker 
(Mrs. Peter, 1813-1903) [32, 33] 


Huber, George. b. 1758, d. 1784. Grandson of Gregor Jonas (d. 1741) 
and Anna Maria Kruetzer Huber, Swiss, settled at Ellerstadt in the 
Palatinate. Son of Johannes (b. 1704, Ellerstadt) who came to Pa., 

c. 1742, became a wealthy miller owning property on the Little 
Conestoga Creek, in Manor and East Hempfield twps., and 
homestead in Manheim Twp. He married Mary Watson. Brothers of 
George Huber: Jonas (d. 1792), a joiner and wheelwright in 
Hempfield Twp.; John, farmer-miller in Manheim and Hempfield 
twps.; Christian (d. 1820), a joiner and millstone cutter in Manheim 
and Warwick twps.; and Jacob (b. 1730; d. 1800, Bedford Co.). 
Married Barbara Oberholtzer (d. 1803), First Reformed Church, 
Lancaster, 1780. She was the daughter of their neighbors in 
Hempfield Twp., Magdalena and Christian Oberholtzer (d. 1812), a 
miller who sold to George’s brother John a house, a grist- and 
sawmill, a plantation and 6 tracts of land in Hempfield and 
Manheim twps. [32, 33]

John, Jr., may have 
worked at the Headman pottery with Henry Roudebush, 1816, 
when they inscribed two plates for Sally Steiner, daughter of 
George Steiner (weaver) neighbors in Richland Twp.

John Lacey apprenticed with Jacob Stout, potter, who 
married his widowed mother, 1739. The inscription on the dish 

no. 134, p.210, the text of a popular reward of merit, written in an 
English hand, is by Lacey. Jacob Stout bought out John’s and his 
brother Henry’s (d.

Grandfather John Georg Leibersperger, from Ilshofen, 
Wurttemberg, Germany, came to Pa., 1732. Member, Oley Hill 
Church, Bechtelsville, Pike Twp., Berks Co.; resided Weisenburg 
Twp., Northampton (Lehigh) Co.; naturalized, Phila., Sept. 24, 
1765. His third child Georg Adam Leibersperger (1726-1799) 
married Catharina Barbara Kuhntz (1730-1809), Sept. 26, 1749. 
Farmer, Weisenberg Twp., until after Revolutionary War, when he 
moved to Maxatawny Twp., Berks Co. Had 11 children. Magdalena 
was the youngest. Married John Kemmerer (1765-1851), farmer, 
and lived in Salisbury Twp., near Emmaus.

24, 1798). Jacob to Pa. on the Samuel, Aug. 17, 1733. Both Leidy 
and Neis families prominent landowners and trustees of Indian 
Creek Church, Franconia Twp., Montgomery Co. Jacob divided 
homestead, with 2 mills, tannery, smithy, and pottery, between 
sons Jacob and John. John’s brother Jacob (1759-1834), tanner, 
married Veronica Scholl Leidy; their son was John Leidy II, potter 


(see p. 182), and their daughter Elizabeth married Philip Neis, 
tavernkeeper, and brother of John Neis, potter (see pp. 187-91). 
John married Elizabeth Lerch (b. Aug. 2, 1768; d. Oct. 24, 1833), 
daughter of Anthony, Jr., and Anna Margaretta Lerch, Hilltown 
Twp., Bucks Co.; they had 1 son, 2 daughters. Received 10 acres in 
Hilltown, 1783, from his father and mother “with love” and for £50, 
which he sold to Henry She!lenberger, 1796, for £200. Took John 
Hinckle as apprentice for 11 years, 1789, and “to learn him to Read 
and write a Legable hand when free to give him a good freedom 
dues besides his other apparrel.” Purchased 9% acres from 
Christian Wireman, Franconia Twp., 1792. Owned two-story 
house, 26 x 28’, and lll acres, Lower Saucon Twp., Northampton 
Co. Journeyman potter John Neiman [Neaman] (d. 1831) worked 
with him until c. 1798, after which Neaman worked for John Neis, 
Nockamixon Twp., Bucks Co. To Durham Twp., c. 1832. At his 
death, owned 62 shares Easton Bank stock, 38 shares Rieglesville 
Delaware Bridge stock, and land in Ohio [178-81] 


Leidy, John II. b. Mar. 9, 1780; d. Sept. 22, 1838, Hilltown Twp., 
Bucks Co. Nephew of John Leidy I. Son of Jacob (1759-1834), 
tanner, and Veronica Scholl Leidy (1755-1826), Franconia and 
Hilltown twps. Married Mary Groff (b. Aug. 27, 1785; d. July 6, 
1814), Mar. 3, 1803, Indian Creek Reformed Church, daughter of 
Jacob (1751-1824), fuller and stonemiller, Upper Salford Twp., and 
Elizabeth Heebner Groff (b. Apr. 11, 1753; d. 1829), daughter of 
Melchior and Anna Heebner. Married second wife Elizabeth 
Singmaster (b. Apr. 23, 1783; d. July 29, 1849), before 1816. 
Purchased from Isaac Morris a house and 6 acres, Hilltown. 
Received 75 acres from father and mother for £1,700. Purchased 
from Christian Weber a house and 37 acres, Whitpain Twp., 1814, 
which he sold to former brother-in-law Henry Groff (fuller) for 
£2,100, in 1816. Sister Catherine (b. June 24, 1784) married Jacob 
Scholl, potter, Apr. 27, 1806. He began potting with his uncle John 
Leidy I on the Franconia Twp. property; managed that pottery by 
1801; employed a neighbor Joseph Cope, by 1804. Burning 11 kilns, 
1815. Had 6 kilns active, 1 journeyman, 2 potting wheels, 1 clay and 
1 glazing mill in operation, 1820. Lived in Hilltown Twp. and 
potted in Franconia Twp. At his death, owned several tracts of land 
in Bucks and Montgomery counties [182]

Annual production 
between 8,000 and 12,000 pieces of pottery, including plain 
molded plates, wheel-thrown dishes, with slip, sgraffito, and 
colored oxides in clear lead glazes. William McAllister 
(woodcarver) probably did most of the sgraffito work, using stencils

Nicholas in Capt. Frederich Hubner’s Company of 
Associators, Lower Milford Twp., 1775. Brother of John Philip 
Mumbouer (1749-1834). Married Philippina (Phebe), before 1789; 


had 3 daughters and 1 son Nicholas (1789-1828), who predeceased 
him. Listed in Haycock Twp. tax records with no land, 1794. 
Worked with Michael and Henry Stoneback, who rented pottery 
shop, 24 x 18’, 1 log barn, 35 x 22’, and 1 log stable, 25 x 22’, from 
Joseph Mill. Henry Stoneback died 1793 and Conrad Mombauer 
individually listed for first time in tax list at Stoneback residence. 
Owned 99 acres, 2 horses, and 2 cows, 1796. Assessed for 1 old log 
house, 25 x 10’, 1 log barn, 28 x 18’, 1 potter shop, 30 x 15’, in 1798, 
which adjoined property where other Stonebacks and Joseph and 
William Mills were potting. As Capt. Conrad Mombauer, Fourth 
Regiment, Bucks Co., was exempt from Battalion Day, Mar. 27, 
1801. Owned 115 acres, 1811; 105 acres and a dog, 1817. Purchased 
for $180 a house and 2 tracts of land, Springfield Twp., 1833, from 
John L. Green (chairmaker), but still worked in Haycock Twp. 
Transferred pottery and 112 acres “together with the privilege of 
taking and converting to his [John Mondau’s] use all the clay in and 
upon the lot which David Mumbauer by Dead poll August 21, 1828 
did grant and confirm unto Conrad Mombauer ...” to his 
son-in-law John Mondau, 1845.

(b. 1751), who married Elizabeth Leidy, sister of John Leidy I. 
Married Catharina Hudt (d. Mar. 1782), daughter of John Hudt, 
Oct. 22, 1776.

Purchased 150 acres “situate on rich valley creek in Upper Salford 
Township” from George and Catherine Hartzell (his mother), 1779, 
and worked as a potter-farmer with Jacob Fillman, until 1791. Sold 
property to Christian May for £625, and purchased 170 acres and 
house in Marlborough Twp. Also owned 45 acres of original land 
grant of his great-grandfather Hans de Neus (d. 1736), Northern 
Liberties, which he sold to Peter Shoemaker (blacksmith), 
Abington, 1791. Transferred Marlborough Twp. ground to 
son-in-law John Miller (cordwainer), June 1811, and to John 
Heltebeitle, Apr. 8, 1813.

Apprenticed 
near Wilmington to learn cotton spindle-making, until 1814; 
returned to family home in Germantown. Became interested in 
natural history by 1816; participated in scientific expeditions 
sketching and recording specimens. Rifle engraved with his name 
crucial to outcome of skirmishes with natives on Samoa and the 
Gilbert Islands, 1838-41, commemorated by Peale when he added 
engraving to patchbox lid. In his will Peale left his most treasured 
possessions to his grandson Titian Peale, including “my painting 
and drawing apparatus and materials, photographic apparatus and 
materials. My guns, pistols, fishing and sporting apparatus 
including my rifle with its inscriptions of when and where used 
and all my books on Natural History” [347]

Apprenticed as cordwainer with Henry Neis, 
Upper Salford Twp., and worked in that profession until 1783. At 
same time learned potting there with Johannes Neis (1754-1826). 
Inherited family homestead, Lower Milford Twp., by 1781. 
Baptismal records of family of sister Susanna Diehl (Mrs. 
Frederich) record Spinner as sponsor at baptisms, 1779, and Feb. 
29,1781, with his wife or intended wife. Great Swamp Reformed 
Church records state he married Catharina Kerlacherin (daughter 
of George), Nov. 26, 1782. Children: Catherine (b. Sept. 29, 1783), 
Maria (1785-1788), Frederich (b. 1786), David, Jr. (1791-1866). 
Taxed as potter with 200 acres, 5 horses, 7 cows, anda still, 1782;

Christian Williams, 1791. Purchased 25 acres with buildings from 
George and Catherine Sheets, 1793. Purchased 10% acres from 
Valentin Bidleman, 1796. Had 329 acres, 1797. The 1798 direct tax 
listed 1 two-story stone house, 24 x 28’, worth $450, a stone and 
frame barn, 90 x 30’, a round log barn, 40 x 26’, 2 stables, 17 x 15’, 24 
x 10’. Rented a hewn log house (1 story, unfinished), 27 x 22’, to 
Samuel Huddle. Listed as “Esqr” with taxable property value of 
$9,711, in 1810. Captain of the First Company of the Last Battalion, 
May 12, 1783. Justice of the peace and tax collector. Extensive 
inventory (signed Jan. 1812, filed Aug. 6, 1812), taken by George 
Sisoll (Sissholz) and Christian Huber showed that his farm 
enterprise was in full operation. Included in part, 6 horses, 8 hogs, 
a sow and 9 goats, 13 cattle, and 1 bull, 14 sheep, several wagons, a 
riding chair and harness, a clay mill, 2 potter’s wheels, paint mill, 
cider mill, still, and 20 acres of grain in the ground. Household 
furnishings included 7 beds, a clothespress, a case of drawers, a 
walnut desk and bookcase, clock and case, several iron stoves, 
pewter plates and dishes, “earthen dishes on dresser; earthen 
dishes on mantelshelf.”

1828) and Abalove Stofflet 
(1762-1833), Forks Twp., Northampton Co. Potter-farmer, 
Ruscomb Manor Twp., Berks Co. Owned 43 acres, 1 house, 2 
horses, 2 cows, 1832. Married Christiana (b. 1792). Son Jacob (b. 
1824), potter living on his father’s property, 1850 [201] 


Stout [Stoudt], Jacob. b. Oct. 13, 1710, Wolfersweiler, Saarland, in 
French-occupied Rhineland; d. Apr. 30, 1779, Perkasie, Bucks Co. 
Trained in Europe as a potter. Arrived Phila., Aug. 30, 1737. 
Naturalized Apr. 11, 1751. Married widow Anna Miller (Mrs. John) 
Leisse [Le Cene, Lacy, Lacey] (b. 1708), 1739. Four children: 
Abraham (1740-1812), Isaac, Catherine, and Salome (1743-1827). 
Purchased 243 acres, Durham Twp., Bucks Co., for £360 and lived 
there, 1750.

Listed as a potter, Hilltown. Transferred Hilltown property to 
stepsons John and Henry Leisse, 1759, and bought out their shares 
of 200-acre family farm, which their father John had purchased 
from Thomas Freame, 1735.
